2 CHU said that the Chinese Commnists were unable to contime fishting in 
Kerea, and it was very voesible that they wotld agree to some sort of 
arrangenente for a cease-fire agreement. Ze also said that the Malik 
proposal had resulted from friendly but firm Chinese Commmist pressure, 
ani that it did not imply differences existing between the Chinese Come 
rmuniete and the Sortets. 


3- CHU gaid that to induce the Chinese Communists to enter the war last 
December, the Soviets had vromised to fully equip 50 divisions and supply 
2,000 olnnes as revlacerents for the loss of US equivnent oriszinally 
canturel from the ‘ationalist forces. This vromise was never kent.
